Income Taxpayers Warned 


to Send in State Returns 
Before March 1. 


Income taxpayers are warned that 


all state income reports must be fil- 
ed with the assessor of incomes he- 
fore March 1. All returns received 
after this date are subject to pen- 
alty. The dates for filing state and 
federal reports should not be con- 
fused, federal reports are not due 
until the 15th of March, hut all state 
reports must be in before the first. 


Extensions will be given only on 


written application and for good rea- 
sons. The assessor of incomes will 
help in making out bamks, but due 
to the number of persons who come 
to the office, assistance cannot he 
given unless an attempt has been 
made first by the taxpayer himself 
to fill out his report. . 
Erery person 
who receives a 


blank from the assessor of incomes 
must make a report; and every sin- 
gle person who receives a .net in- 
-.ome of $1,200 must report, whether 
they receive a blank from the office 
of the assessor «* incomes, or not.

milk. 
Thirteen 


schools serve milk, the number of 
children drinking milk in mid-morn- 
ing, ranging all the way from 24 
in the Harvey school, to 262 in the 
Longfellow school. 
Nine 
schools 


serve more than 10 Obottles; 
two 


schools more than 200 bottles. 


The work was begun in the Long- 


fellow school, nearly four years ago, 
by Miss Lorena Reichert, the princi- 
pal. 
Other schools followed, but the 


work was delayed by the difficulty in 
petting half-pint bottles in which to 
serve the milk. Quart bottle_s were 
used in some cases and the milk was 
poured into glasses for serving, but 
this method was inconvenient. Giv- 
ing milk was delayed until January, 
1921, 
when a carload of half-pine 


bottles had been received. 


As to the quality of the milk serv- 


ed, Miss Elliott says very positively: 
"I have 'heard of complaints regard- 
ing the milk served and I have in- 
spected the milk myself'at different 
times, quite w.ithout any one's know- 
ledge that I was doing so. I have 
never -found anything wrong with 
it. Before the new bottles were re- 
•eived there were 
complaints of 


broken-glass being found in the milk. 
This was due to too rapid annealing 
of the glass due to hasty manufac- 
ture, and jarring the bottles caused 
pieces of glass to break 
oflf. 
All 


these bottles are being returned as 
fast as possible and are being cred- 
ited to the school accounts. 
The 


milk supply house takes an addition- 
al precaution in putting layers of 
gnlvenized iron between the bottles 
so that there will be less danger of 
breakage." 


The milk costs now cents a bot- 


tle. 
The milk supply house furnishes 


the milk to the children at cost. A1 
committee of mothers from the Par- 
ent-Teachers' 
association 
usually 


takes care of serving the milk, get- 
ting the bottles- ready, putting in the 
straws, and washing 
the 
bottles 


when the children have finished. In 
the Randall school the milk is serv- 
ed at the desks, the teachers super- 
vising. Two boys get the milk and 
leave the bottles at the door of each 
room, according to the orders they 
get from that grade. 


The decision as to whether or not 


milk shall be served in the school is 
made pointly by the Parent-Teach- 
ers' association, the principal, teach- 
ers and nurses. Mrs. Cecil Weaver, 
member of the board of education, 
has done mare than any other one 
purson to put the health work in 
[he public sch-ools on the 
present 


basis, says Miss Elliott.

FOODS, ADVICE OF EXPERT HERE 


Mrs. Nellie Kedzie Jones Sketches Simple Recipes to 


Popularize Milk in Family 


Kitchen

The stray of milk is only 
half 


told when the household learns to 
drink milk. The rest of the story 
is one that only good cooks know. 
How to get both flavor and 
food 


value into simple food is the secret 
of cooks who use milk. Meat grav- 
ies, all Vinds of doughs and batters, 
cereals, 
puddings and 
pudding 


sances, soups, vegetables, arc 
all 


made delicious by the addition, of 
milt. 


Meat drippings browned and thick- 


ened with flour rubbed up with rmlk 
•nstea-d of water, make an ertraor- 
dinar/'y good gravy. If the amotmt 
of gravy is a little scanty, add milk 
instead of watex to increase it. 


Muffins, pann.'ikes, biscuiir of all 


sorts, are the better if milk ".s used 
far wetting. 
Popovers, waffle.:, are 


foads that should be better kn-iwn 
to American tables, boli>i fr-r the 
delic.o-usness trd their food value. 
A nm33n recipt I like, and one that 
can be made to fit several flours is a 
mixture orf half cornmeal and half 
wheat flour, or two-thirds graham 
and one-third wheat flour, or any 
other combination preferred. Use 1 
egg beaten, 1 cup milk, 2 even ta- 
blespoons sugar, 3 tablespoons melt- 
ed fat, 2 cups flour, 2 teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, % teaspoon salt. This 
may be varied by using sour milk 
to which has been added soda in the 
proportion of an even teaspoon to 
a cup of milk, but the same amount 
of baking powder should be used. 
Sour milk is especially 
delicious 


when sorghum or molasses is used 
for sweetening.. 


Cook Cereals in Milk. 


Rice cooked in milk is a real del- 


icacy. Milk and wat .T, or all milk, 
may be used in the proportion of 
four cops of wetting to one cup of 
washed rice. If there is milk enough 
pour the whole amount 
over the 


washed rice and set it in the oven 
or in the double boiler and allow it 
to cook until th« rice has absorbed 
all th« milk. If some water is to be 
used, add to two cups of boiling; wa- 
ter a tearppoc of salt and one cap 
of washed rice. Let this simmer un- 
til the rice has absorbed the water 
and then add two cups of milk. Co«k 
slowly in the oven until the rice has 
absorbed the milk. 


A rice pnddiny that limply melts 


in your mouth is made from ome-half 
cup of rice, a quart of milk, a tea- 
spoon of vanilla, and a half cop of 
sugar. Bake very ilowly for three 
hours and eaten either h<jt or cold, 
this dish-is so good to look at and 
so much better to eat that it will be 
one of the family favorite*. 
. - 


Even when the gu range it OMd 


these dishes need not be expensive 
as to fuel. In the first place, the 
leat is low, and the time used in pre- 
paration is not usually very much. 
Many of them are best made, how- 
ever, when the oven can be filled 
with other food, so that a long-time 
fire is justified. 
Where there is a 


laundry stove, rice or rice pudding 
may be baked on wash day. 


Use Bread and Milk. 


Milk in cooking is not, as some 


would have us believe, entirely a sub. 
stitute for meat. While it will pre- 
vent the necessity for so much meat, 
it will not take the place of meat 
entirely. 


Bread and milk, 
for 
example, 


make a most satisfactory 
supper 


with, perhaps, the addition of baked 
apples. Convmeal mush and milk is 
an old standby that makes the use 
of meat unnecessary. 
Milk is espe- 


cially good with cereals because, in 
combination with them it not only 
improves the flavor but it actually

THE RAH^ROADS' RECORD 


T 


HE railroads under CORPORATION CONTROL, enjoying 
all the soft snaps of the Esch-Cummins law, are treating 


the public and labor in a manner which is leading the country 
to wonder whether GOVERNMENT CONTROL was such a 
FAILURE as the railroad men told us it was. 


The Nation points out that during the 26 months of federal 


control, $1,200,000,000 was spent for improvements, $900,000,000 
being furnished directly by the government. Figuring on the 
basis of the best three years in railroad history Uncle Sam guar 
anteed the carriers a standard return of $900,000,000. This 
was a sum sufficient not only to pay interest and dividends, bui 
also to leave over $400,000,000 for new facilities and equipment, 
according to Mr. Hines. 


During the 26 months of government control the roads lack- 


ed $7-15,000,000 of earning that return, so the treasury made 
good the deficit. 
The total of Joans and gifts to the roads came 


to $1,886,000,000 according to the final report of the directory 
general. Meanwhile the country was flooded with propaganda 
for the return of the roads to the corporations. 


A litfle over a year ago the roads went back to their owners 


under the Esch-Cummins law. That measure gave them a re- 
volving loan fund of 8300,000,000, and continued the standard 
return up to September 
first. 
During these SIX MONTHS 


while their application for higher rates was pending, the rail- 
roads managed to pile up a deficit of $600,000,000, almost as 
much as during the 26 months of federal control. On the basis 
of this showing they got their rates advanced. 
The Esch- 


Cummins law required the interstate commerce commission to 
fix rates that would 3aeld six per cent on the aggregate value 
of the railroad property, and valuing it at about 95 per cent of 
what the roads claimed. 
The commission granted an increase 


estimated to yield some $1,600,000,000. 


Now. do you comprehend what these figures mean? If you 


do, you discover that during the past three years we have pre- 
sented the railroads $3,000,000 in cash or credit, and given them 
besides an added taxing power of a billion and a half a year. 


As The Nation points out the Esch-Cummins law gave the 


railroads about everything they asked for, and its administra- 
tion has given them more than they dreamed. And yet after a 
years operation under this, their own measure, they declare 
themselves facing bankruptcy and start in to discharge em- 
ployees and to cut wages and would like to further increase 
freight and passenger rates.

PUBLIC OTILrTY FINANCES 


To the Editor of The Capital Times: 


Bill No. 157 A, introduced in the 


Assembly at Madison Feb, 9, direct- 
ly'affects the policy of companies I 
work ft>r, of getting new capital, 
here at borne, by selling shares of 
their preferred stock to Wisconsin 
investors. 


This bill proposes that the 'Wis- 


consin Railroad Commission 
shall 


no longer have power to grant ezar 
ergency rate increase to any util- 
ity company, so long as the com- 
pany » earning operating costs and 
bond interest. It tacks both pre- 
ferred and common stockholders out 
into the cold, any time war operat- 
ing coats or some similar emergency 
leave* no margin, at existing rates, 
for dividends on the-stock. 


Wijconsin law as it stands affords 


protection equally to all. legitimate 
investors in State-regulated public 
utilities, whether 
bondholders or 


stockholders. It does this for the 
obvious reason that tie money of 
both groups of investors is equally 
necessary for the public service. 


Bill No. 157 A, depriving stock- 


holders of such protection in emer- 
gencies, wonH automatically make 
their shares wonth a good deal less 
than tihey paid for them. And it 
would prevent the sale of another 
dollar's worth of stock in any Wis- 
consin utility company. 
It would 


also scare '•ff any investor, any- 
where, who migbt be asked to buy 
the bonds or notas of a Wisconsin 
utility company. 
Such invcstoi 


would say: "If the State of Wis- 
consin can Arbitrarily deprive stock- 
holders of the protection to which 
they are entitled under State 'regu- 
lation, what's to prevent it, at tiie 
next session, from treating bond- 
holders tlhe same way?" 


In short, passage of bfll No. 


1'57 A would make it.im(pOB63>le fox 
Wisconsin public service companies 
to get another dollar of new cap- 
ital, to finance tiheir growth for the 
public service, except at a gam- 
bler1* price—which of course they 
couldnt afford to pay. Their growth 
would stop, and commnmity growth 
would stop with it 


lit goes without saying tiiat no 


Wisconsin legislature will ever pass 
any such oonSscatory and destruc- 
tive legislation if the facia arc made 
public. Wisconsin isn't built that 
way. Wisconsin keeps faith.
